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THE BLACK - LETTER BALLADS IN 
THE FREE REFERENCE LIBRARY, 
MANCHESTER.

HE following notes have been made from a careful 

examination of the two volumes of Black-letter 

Ballads lately purchased by the Free Libraries Com- 
mittee. 

I will not on this occasion go into the relative scarcity 
of these ballads, but may reserve that for another occasion. 
My object is to indicate the chief points of general 
interest in this collection, and especially as to the curious 
old woodcuts used as embellisghments. As a rule the 
engravings have nothing whatever to do with the subject 
matter of the ballad, and in this respect the modern printers 
of songs and ballads resemble their predecessors of two and 
three centuries back. A glance at the collections occa- 
sionally to be seen displayed for sale at our street corners, 
the production of some local Catnach, will convince any 
one of the truth of this assertion. 

It is a curious fact in the history of printing in this 
country, that what is known as the black- letter or old 
English type continued to be used in ballads down to the 
close of the seventeenth century; and some of the dated 
ballads in this collection prove this beyond doubt. This 
seems at first sight inexplicable, but the true reason why 
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the ballad printers continued to use the black-letter, after 
it was supplanted by the Roman letter for all purposes but 
the printing of legal forms and proclamations, is simply 
this —the type was the worn-out plant from the large 
printing offices; and being cheap, and fit for nothing else, 
was eagerly bought up by those whose business it was to 
produce these broadsides, and to produce them at a low 
price. 


Numbers of these printers were to be found in the neigh- 
bourhood of Snow Hill, Giltspur Street, and the adjacent 
Old Bailey, and that appears to have been the centre of 
activity in the printing of all sorts of broadsides, ballads, 
and last dying speeches, for more than two hundred years. 
To return to the engravings: you will find there are only 
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perhaps half a dozen of these ballads in the whole collection 
for which the illustrations seem to have been specially 
prepared. | 

Many of the woodcuts are of sixteenth and even fifteenth 
century work, and it is most interesting to note how the 
earliest of these engravings are almost uniformly the best 
as works of art. 

Several of the best of these illustrations are Bible sub- 
jects, and have been used by our earlier English printers 
over and over again; and I am much mistaken if two or 
three of the earliest of these Bible pictures (see specimen) 
have not been used originally in block-books such as the 
Biblia Pauperum. 


There are in this collection seven or eight portraits of 


Queen Elizabeth, some of them much worn, but still showing 
evidence of having been originally good. There are also 
two portraits of Charles the First, and one of Charles the 
Second when a young man. 

I will now note a few of the more interesting ballads, and 
will give the folios on which they are to be found, beginning 
with the first volume. 


VOLUME L 


Folio 1.“ The Siege of Newcastle.” The illustration is 
an old Bible cut, representing a castle and walled town, 
and a conflict going on in the foreground. Three holes 
have been pierced through the block, in which, in type, are 
printed the words © Newcastle“ over the town, and © Scots” 
and © English” over the contending armies. 

Folio 3.“ The North Country Lass,“ in which the scene 
is laid at Wakefield in Yorkshire. 

Folio 4. A most excellent Godly new Ballad.” 

Folio 6. © The Credit of Yorkshire the scene Pomfret.“ 

Folio 7. © The Royall Entertainment,” printed just after

the Restoration of Charles II. Block, a Scripture subject. 
Another shows three men in company drinking and 
smoking. Probably a party of cavaliers. 

Folio 13. © Robin Goodfellow,” printed about 1580. The 
rude woodcut at the head of this ballad is, I think, from 


one of the old block-books, perhaps the Biblia Pauperum. 
Here is a stanza :— 


You airy sprights not a few 

Of Robin Goodſellow's Crew, 

Let's our old sports renew, 

Until the sky look blue: 

That mortal men may know and see, 
What cunning, merry, mad blades we bee. 


Folio 14. Mary Ambre.“ The blocks here again have 
not the slightest reference to, or connection with, the 


ballad, which was printed about 1640, and in the following 
measure 


Then took she her Sword and her Target in hand; 
And called all those that would be of her Band, 
To wait on her person there came thousands three, 
Was not this a brave bonny lass Mary Ambree. 


Sir Walter Scott doubtless had this ballad in his mind 
when he wrote © Bonnie Dundee.” 

Folio 23. A Delicate New Ditty, composed upon the 
Posie of a Ring,” being J fancy none but thee alone, is 
remarkable chiefly for its title. There is in this volume a 
very good version of The Babes in the Wood; the date is 
early in the seventeenth century. The title is, The Nor- 
folke Gentleman his last Will and Testament : And how 
hee committed the keeping of his Children to his owne 
Brother, who dealt most wickedly with them: and how 
God plagued him for it.” To the tune of Rogero. 

Folio 41. A Cruel Murther;” being an account of a trial 
at Lancaster Spring Assizes ;—a very interesting ballad, 
date not given, but the account might be easily verified. 

Folio 52. Is called“ Mouse Trap,” and has at the head 
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three woodcuts, the central one being, in my opinion, the 
finest specimen of engraving in the collection ; it probably 
dates as far back as 1460. 


VOLUME II. 


Folio 2. No naturall Mother but a Monster” (1633). The 
first cut of the three at the head is also of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, and is, as many of them are, much eaten by the worm. 

Folio 6. © The Gossip's Feast :” or, 


A merry meeting, 
Of womenkind each other greeting. 
Which by a fire with spiced Ale, 
Told many a pleasant Christmas Tale. 


To a delicate northern tune. 


I have put the date of this at from 1580 to 1590. There 
is in the sixth stanza, which I will read (though not quite 
so delicate as the tune), a very palpable quotation from the 
song in Bishop Still's Play of Gammer Gurton's Needle, 
which was first acted at Christ's College, Cambridge, in 
I 566 :— 

Then quoth bold bluff the Souldier's wife 
I speak with all my heart, 

Here is a cup of stinging ale, 
Then fill's the other quart. 

What though my hand and foot goe bare, 
My back and side goe cold, 

My belly shall not want good ale, 
As much as it will hold. 


Folio 7. A Memorable Song on the unhappie Hunting 
in Chevy Chase, between Earl Piercie of England, and 
Earl Douglas of Scotland.” To the tune of Fhing 
Fame, probable date, 1580. There is in this volume 
another edition of the same ballad, which is perhaps older. 
Folio 10. © Save a thief from the Gallows and he'll hang 
thee if he can” (1616). Of this there is also a duplicate. 
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Folio 16. The Lamentable Fall of Queene Eleanor, who 
for her pride and wickednesse, by God's judgements sunck 
into the ground at Charing-Crosse, and rose at Queenhithe.” 
To the tune of Gentle and Courteous. This is one of the 
very few ballads in the collection for which the illustration 
has been specially engraved. It gives a view of the cross 
at Charing Cross, with the queen sinking into the ground, 
and a little farther on in the background she is shown as if 
emerging from a well. It is thought by some that this 
ballad was originally written in Queen Mary's time, and 
was (though full of absurd anachronisms and falsehoods) 
afterwards adopted by George Peele in his play of Edward 
the First. It may be worth noting that any person posses- 
sing the sum of twopence may, at the present day, sink into 
the earth at Charing Cross, and in a few minutes rise again 
at Queenhithe, or, which is much the same thing, at the 
Mansion House Station of the Metropolitan Railway ! ! 

Folio 39. © Strange News from Brotherton in Yorkshire, 
being a true relation of the raining of Wheat on Easter day 
last, to the great amazement of all the Inhabitants.” 
Printed shortly before 1660. 

Folio 50. The cuts here are an angler with his rod and 
line, and in the second illustration I recognise a block 


which was printed originally in the small quarto series of 


pamphlets by Nash, in 1596, which pamphlets are now 
reprinted by Dr. Grosart (vol. iii., page 55). 

Folio 44. England's Monthly Predictions for this pre- 
sent yeare (1649). Wherein is related all the chiefe obser- 
vations and accidents that will happen this year in the 
kingdome.” There is, it may be noted, no suggestion that 
in Janvary, the zoth day, the King would lose his head; 
and the whole year is filled up, month by month, with vague 
generalities. 


Folio 48. Keepe thy head on thy shoulders, and I will 
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keepe mine.” Dated 1641. In it are many allusions to the 
troublous times of the civil wars. 

Folio 54. © King Charles His Speech, and last Farewell 
to the World, made upon the Scaffold at White-hall-gate, 
on Tuesday, January zoth, 1648.” To the tune of Welladay. 
With a cut showing the executioner exhibiting the head of 
the king. The date is of course 1648, old style, ite. 1649 
according to our present mode of reckoning. 

This concludes the list, and I will only add that at the 
end of the printed ballads are pasted in a few manuscript 
ballads, the history of which I do not know. They appear 
to have been written in the time of the Commonwealth or 
a little later.
